FIRSTGUN! 


Green Smith Is Presidingr Officer of the 
Indiana Senate—Exciting Times 
and All About Them. 


THE JAUSE. 


Drunkenness and Criminal Carelessness 
Charged Against the Crew of 
the Freight Train. 


OiiETELAKD, Jan. 6.—The 
Leader's 
TifSn special throws the blame of Tues- 
day's Baltimore and Ohio accident upon 
the condnotor 
and 
engineer of the 
freight train, of whom the latter is re- 
ported to have been drunk. 


Bobert McAddo, a well known miller 
of TifSn, sat in the coach just behind 
the smoker and says: 


"I am firmly of the opinion that more 
lives were lost than have been reported. 
It is known that but two persons escaped 
from the smoker. 
I had occasion to- 
look into the car after leaving New York 
and noticed it was well filled; there be- 
ing apparently from thirty-five to fifty 
passengers. 
It is possible, of course, 
that all but twelve or fifteen of these left 
the train at Mt. Yernon and Mansfield, 
and that there were no additions. 
But 
I don't deem it probable." 


Coroner Lepper will not hold an in 
quest for a day or two yet. 
He has ar- 
ranged with an undertaker at Bepublic 
to keep the bodies of the dead until Sat- 
urday, and if they are not claimed then, 
they will be buried in one grave. 


The Leader's correspondent at Fos- 
toria relates a conversation with a man 
who was at the scene of the wreck. 
He 
says that the gentleman stated that he 
talked with the engineer of the wrecked 
passenger train who stated that the train 
left Chicago Junction five minutes^late. 
When he pulled out his watch as he 
whistled for Bepublic he found that he 
had made up four minutes and was, 
therefore, going at the rate of sixty-four 
miles an hour. Just as they made the 
curve west of Bepublic the headlight of 
the freight fiashed in his face. He re- 
versed the engine and went out of 
the 
cab window head first and sustained 
slight injuries. 


In answer to the question as to who 
was to blame for the awful wreck, the 
gentleman said: 


"It was clearly the fault of the freight 
crew. I am satisfied the whole crew 
was drunk, and the condition of things 
bear me out in the assertion. 
I heard a 
brakeman of the freight admit that he 
had drank with the engineer of the 
freight four times at Tiffin. The con- 
ductor claims the engineer was stub- 
bom and was bound to have his own 
way. The engine would not make steam 
and died on the main track only a few 
feet from the switch. 


"The whole crew waa on the engine, 
parleying as to what to do, when the 
conductor remarked: 'I guess I'll go 
ahead and flag No. 5.' He had only 
gotten to the ground, when he ex- 
claimed, 'My God ! Here she comes!' 
and they all broke for a place of safety."

T H E L I B A I B I I A T I V B H A L L S . 


The two legislative halls are on the 
second floor. Each hall is fifty feet 
high and the gallery is thereby thrown 
into the third floor. The hall of the 
house of representatives is over the cen- 
ter east front of the capitol; the senate 
chamber is on the west center. 
Each 
hall is 72x68 feet, not including a lobby, 
which is 14x72 feet, and forms practi- 
cally a part of the main hall, except that 
it is partially cut ofif by massive pilars, 
the two halls are similar and the descrip- 
tion of the house of representatives is 
also applicable to the senate chamber. 


The proceedings of the house may 
be witnessed from galleries on three 
sides of the hall. 
The capacity of the 
galleries is about four hundred and fifty. 
The main floor is carpeted with body 
Brussels of a Persian pattern. 
Tiling 
covers the lobby. The furniture is solid 
mahogany. 
Botary tilting chairs on 
rollers will afford the greatest opportun- 
ties for successful posturing. 
The mem- 
bers' desks are double and each are 
numbered. 
The speakers* rostrum is an 
imposing affair. The dignitary that oc- 
cupies the place will be seated on a 
throne (electric clock overhead) of ma- 
hogany, reached over mahogany steps, 
flanked by mahogany balustrades and 
fronted by a mahogany table, upon 
which, doubtless, he will vainlv pound 
for order with a mahogany gavel. 
Ban- 
dant from the ceiling are five imposing 
brass chandeliers each fitted for gas and 
incadescent electric light. 


The tout ensemble of the hall is im- 
pressive and rich. 
The decoration is 
not gaudy. 
The prevailing color is 
drab. The wainscotting is marble, fret- 
ted in native oak, and with mahogany 
panels. 
The walls are drab. 
The ceil^ 
ings are stuccoed and frescoed in sub- 
dued figures without figures. The win- 
dows are stained glass, decorated with 
red and maroon satin drapery. 
Brass 
railings around the galleries add to the 
ornamentation of the chamber. 
Two 
marble mantels in the lobby are works 
of art. 


In the rear of the hall is the cloak 
room. 
It is finished in natural oak 
Bontier's work) and each representative 
will be provided with a "box" with lock 
and key. 
Both here and in the speak- 
er's "saloon," at the front of the hall, is 
ample "loafing" room. 
The committee 
rooms are completed and furnished. 
These are for the most part on the third 
floor, accessible by elevator. 
A postof- 
fice will be established in the building 
and the structure is so far along toward 
completion that more conveniences than 
have ever before been furnished the leg- 
islators will be provided. 
This is true 
even to a mahogany cigar stand in the 
main corridor. 


In crossing from one of the legislative 
halls to the other, one takes in the vast 
dimensions of the main corridor. 
It is 
500 feet long, extends from top to bot- 
tom of the building, supported with 
Doric, Ionic and Corinthians columns 
on the repective floors. It is an inspira- 
tion or ought to be to the law maker to 
be housed in such quarters. By the law 
of association his ideas should accord 
with those inspired by the magnificent 
pile about him—the just, the true and 
the beautiful.

NATURAL GAS, 


Tonngtown, Ohio, Explodes With 
Fatal Effect.—The Best Part of 
a Town Wrecked and Two 
Lives 
Lost. 


T O T W O S T O W N , 
O., Jan. 6.—A natural 
gas explosion, at 3 o'clock this morning, 
destroyed 
the new 
Andrews block, 
in 
this 
city, 
and 
four 
other 
buildings. 
Thomas Brannigan, nine- 
teen years old, was cremated and several 
others are reported missing. 
The Bap~ 
tist church and Drake's livery stable are 
in ruins. The loss is over $100,000. 


At 3 o'clock this morning, Jack Sem- 
ple, a watchman in the scarcely com- 
pleted Andrews block, on South Market 
street, opened a window to secure venti- 
lation and instantly an explosion occur- 
red. Semple ran into the street with 
his clothes aflame and rolled in the 
snow. 
The flames burst from the build- 
ing, which burned with extraordinary 
rapidity and was totally 
consumed. 
The block was composed of brick and 
stone and had just been completed at 
cost of 
$60,000. 
In 
it Howard 
Shields 
opened 
a 
large 
meat 
market, and Mayer Bros, a wholesale 
dry goods store last week. In the ad- 
joining block J. B. Drake & Co.'s livery 
stable and old market, tbe Barclay resi- 
dence, just across Market street, the 
irst Baptist church, and a small frame 
house in tbe rear of the Andrew's block, 
were totally destroyed. 
Shields had nu 
insurance. 
The total loss will reach 
considerably over $100,000, with prob- 
ably $76,000 insurance. 


Watchman Semple was badly bnmed. 
Another watchman, Thomas Brannigan, 
aged nineteen, is missing, and is sup- 
posed to be in the ruins. Assistant Chief 
Davis, of the fire department, was pain- 
fully burned. Two lines of natural gas 
mains run past the Andrews building 
and it is supposed the finid leaked and 
was carried into the building through a 
flaw in the trench and was ignited when 
Semple opened the window and created 
draft.

W H E N Chester A. Arthur took his 
first vacation in 1881, says the Kansas 
City Times', and spent it with Clint 
Wheeler and E. GR. Dun at the Tnou- 
sand Islands, that same prying curios- 
ity that is now lamented at the White 
House caused the simultaneous appear- 
ance there of the reporters of some of 
the leading papers.

Coroner Dlnnen Censures Him For Care- 
less Driving Daring the Night of 
the Fatal Sleighing Accident. 


Dr, J^ M. Dinnen, the county coroner, 
this morning ooncluded his investigation 
of the fatal sleighing accident on the 
Pittsburg 
and Fort Wayne rulroad, 
New Year's night. 
It will be recalled 
that Mrs. Peter Lepper and Dina Min- 
neker were killed and four other ladies 
severely injured while riding in a bob 
sled which was run down by the Pitts- 
burg limited express. Baron H. C. F. 
Westrumb was driving the party and in 
the verdict returned at 2 o'clock. Dr. Din- 
nen censures him and holds him par- 
tially responsible. The doctor says: 


I do find that the deceased persons 
came to their deaths by reason of in- 
juries received by being struck by a 
locomotive engine on the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad, on 
the night of January 1, 1887. I do 
further find that H. C. F. Westrumb did 
carelessly drive on the track of said 
railroad after he had been repeatedly 
warned of the danger.

Sample ran into tho street with 
his clothee aflame and rolled in the 
anow. The Homes burst from the build- 
ing, which burned with extraordinary 
rapidity and was totally 
consumed. 


The block was composed of brick and 
stone and had just been completed at 
a cost of $00,000.

In the ad- 
joining block J. B. Drake & Co.'s livery 
ntable and old market, tho Barclay resi- 
dence, jnnt across Market street, the 
First Baptist church, and a small frame 
honao in the rear of the Andrew's block, 
were totally destroyed.
